In 1001 It had spread 
over one-half the cotton produclnK area 
of Texas and bus continued its regular 
yearly advance since then.

The purchaser seizes a handle, brings 
he compartment Into coincidence with 
he delivery .box, manipulates an oper- 
ating rod.then brought into view, puts 
he proper coin In the slot, aud tho ar- 
ticle is delivered into, a traveling con- 
•eyor which 
automatically delivers 


t to the. cashier, delivering to the buy- 
er a t the same time a credit check by 
which the'article bought may be ob- 
tained1 at a central desk. If desired the 
package may be dropped into a recep- 
tacle where the buyer may got it. 


The articles may consist -of neckties, 


hose, gloves, .-etc.,. and the castomer 
may move the.device so that he may 
s^e all the colors or designs he wishes 
to see before buying.
